Mayor Aboussafy Introduced 
the matter to the council in reg¬ 
ular meeting a week ago Tues¬ 
day night, discussed following 
regarding celebration. Council 
members sank their teeth into 
the problem within seconds with 
a decision to order a new flag 
as the first step. Street decor¬ 
ations, fireworks and bonfires on 
the hilltops were some of the 
matters that came under discus¬ 
sion, all members feeling that 
some celebration should be held. 
Councillor Woods suggested that 
the town contact other organiza¬ 
tions to Join forces and make the 
celebration complete and worth¬ 
while. This suggestion resulted 
in the mayor and councillor Top- 
pano delegated to bring the mat¬ 
ter before the Board of Trade. 

Wednesday night councillor 
Toppano introduced the Corona¬ 
tion celebration to Coleman 
business men who were attend¬ 
ing the regular Board of-Trade 
meeting. Enthusiasm equal to 
council’s were evidenced follow¬ 
ing Mr. Toppano’s remarks. The 
Board assumed the responsibility 
of organizing committee and will 
call a meeting of all organiza¬ 
tions within the town to lay out 
detailed plans.

L. Cousins and A. Brazzoni, Bel¬ 
levue; and A. Carpenter, Hill- 
crest. 

The secretary advised the ga¬ 
thering that Coleman would not 
observe May 1 as a holiday due 
to the fact that it was not a 
statutory holiday and that it 
would conflict with Monday clos¬ 
ing. The decision for other Pass 
towns was left in the hands of 
the executive, along with the 
question of Rodeo Day closing 
for the Crows Nest Pass.

Adam Wilson informed the 
gathering that he had been in¬ 
formed the A.M.A. branch at 
Lethbridge were planning to 
erect suitable signs at the Cole¬ 
man end and that the Calgary 
branch considered a similar plan 
for the Seebe end of the road.

Coleman Town Council sat in 
regular session Tuesday, March 
17 completing considerable busi¬ 
ness and laying the ground work 
for another year of decisions anti 
public service. Councillors Bert 
Bond and Angello Toppano sid¬ 
ed their papers, Mayor Aboussafy 
welcoming Mr. Bond to the coun¬ 
cil. 

Two delegations visited the 
chambers, one regarding light 
rates and J. Allen jr. present¬ 
ing a petition asking for an 
amendment to the Monday dos¬ 
ing bylaw. Discussing the power 
rate, Mayor Aboussafy asserted 
that the rate instituted for the 
business section had not mater¬ 
ialized as visualized and that the 
matter would be left for another 
two weeks while the Light and 
Water Company work on adjust¬ 
ments. In many cases the mayor 
stated the users can not reach 
the 2%c rate and it was felt that 
it should be within the reach of 
the people. 

Correspondence was heard 
from the supervisor of field ser¬ 
vice regarding a contract for the 
fighting of fires in the Improve¬ 
ment district by the Coleman 
brigade. The decision of the 
council was that the town would 
leave the matter in abeyance un¬ 
til Mr. Swan visits the area, 
meanwhile they would continue 
to give assistance to the outlying 
area. It was pointed out that 
the Coleman brigade face a dis¬ 
advantage in fighting these fires 
due to the lack of water and that 
the Coleman department were at 
present training volunteers from 
both East Coleman and Willow 
Drive. 


Additional correspondence 
treated school matters, the board 
asking that some action be taken 
regarding dogs. Council was 
agreed that the dogs should be 
kept from the school yard, but 
felt that parents could assist by 
preventing the dogs following 
the children and that the Jani¬ 
tors might assist by the 

dogs away. It was pointed out 
that it would be hard to keep 
a policeman stationed In the 
grounds to do this work. 

A grant of $25 was given the 
Red Cross and the decision made 
that the council join the Cana¬ 
dian Federation of Mayors and 
Municipalities should the mem¬ 
bership not be exhorbitant. 

A report on fire hazards was 
brought before the meeting, the 
main items proving to be faulty 
chimneys and the indiscriminate 
dumping of ashes. A motion was 
made that the bylaw covering 
ash dumping and garbage burn¬ 
ing be enforced. A letter will be 
sent those violating the bylaw 
and if compliance does not fol¬ 
low within a certain time, police 
will be notified to take aetion. 

School matters entered discus¬ 
sion a second time with the 
council checking the new budget 
and requisition. It was noticed 
that both items had increased 
over last year, the main item 
seeming to be wages. This budget 
was left until grants to be re¬ 
ceived by the school are in and 
a clearer picture shown. 

The petition presented by the 
delegation was approved and last 
year’s assessment adopted. 

A report of another accident 
on the bridge to Willow Drive re¬ 
sulted in the towns descision to 
erect a temporary railing and 
checkerboard sign to protect 
those using the bridge. This mat¬ 
ter has taken considerable time 
in past meetings, council em¬ 
phatic that upkeep is not their 
problem. A letter will be sent 
Highways Minister Taylor and 
should this fail to bring results 
a second letter will be forwarded 
the Premier. 

The budget for 1953 was 
brought before the meeting 
councillors checking their esti¬ 
mates and discussing the various 
needs. A further study and re¬ 
visions will be made before the 
next meeting. 

Closing out a night packed 
with important business council 
discussed the coronation celebra¬ 
tion .particulars of which will be 
found elsewhere.

Central School Is Much Discussed Subject 

Daily papers and other weeklies throughout the Pass 
are devoting considerable space to the plan of locating a 
Central High School for Pass towns. For the betterment 
of educational facilities if for no other reason it is to be 
hoped that some action is taken. 

By action we mean something other than newspaper 
talk and discussion at meetings. New in the area we first 
heard the project discussed at the ratepayers’ meeting of 
the school last fall and again this year at the annual rate¬ 
payers’ meeting. At both these events school board mem¬ 
bers emphasized that they had instituted such measures, 
inviting a speaker from the Department of Education to 
enlighten a meeting of the various boards as to the ad¬ 
vantages and organization. Apparently following the ad¬ 
dress Pass towns failed to get together in further meetings 
and the individual school boards had no alternative but to 
go ahead and provide class rooms rather than wait for a 
dream to materialize. 

Looking back through the newspapers of other years 
we found the following headline taking a prominent part 
on the front page of the Journal of March 27, 1930. 

“Central High School For Pass Town Favored by 
Trustees”. » 

According to the accompanying news story a two 
day survey had been conducted in Bellevue, Hillcrest, 
Frank, Blairmore and Coleman by Dr. George Gorman, 
Chief Inspector of High Schools and Dr. W. G. Carpenter, 
head of the Calgary Technical Institute. It also stated 
that a similar scheme had been planned in 1920. 

The result of this investigation showed the plan to 
transport the children.by train eliminating the hazard of 
blocked roads and giving the children more comfort. Cole¬ 
man was regarded as the ideal location for the school due 
to the fact that train schedule favored Coleman who had 
the larger school population and largest teaching staff. 

When you consider that the Idea started back as far 
as 1920, was rehashed and surveyed in 1930, brought up 
and discussed at intervals since that time, it is apparent 
that some concrete action should be taken rather than sit 
around discussing it in meeting. School boards must pro¬ 
vide facilities for the children as it is needed and most 
people feel the Coleman board is doing a good job. It 
is apparent that they realize the benefits arising from a 
Central School and most likely would go along with it 
should something materialize. For the present they are 
meeting the problems as they arise, trying to ascertain 
next year’s needs this year so that the children do not 
suffer crowding or neglect due to unbalanced classes. In 
this regard we feel they are doing a good job.

| SASKATOON. — “Husky" a new 
barley variety developed at the Uni- 
| versity of Saskatchewan after 15 
years of breeding, has been licensed 
for sale in Canada, Dr. J. B. Harring¬ 
ton, head of the field husbandry 
department. announced. Formerly 
known as N x 1-11 (N times one 
dash eleven), it is a smooth-awned, 
six-row, white-seeded variety. The 
new variety is outstanding in yield 
and bushel weight, has good strength 
of straw and is rust-resistant. 

This is the first important outcome 
of a barley breeding project begun 
at the university 15 years ago. Fi¬ 
nancial assistance was received in the 
early stages from the Canadian Malt¬ 
ing Company and the United Grain 
Growers, and more recently from the 
Barley Improvement Institute. 

The original objective of the breed¬ 
ing program was to produce a new 
variety satisfactory to the malting 
trade, the feed trade and for farm 
use. While the new variety is an ex¬ 
cellent feed barley it is doubtful if 
it will make malting grades, said Dr.

INDOORS FIRST 

The first plantings will be the seeds started in flats on the window 
sill or in hotbeds or green houses. These are sown early in March 
and by the time they are ready to transplant to permanent quarters 
outside they will be six to ten inches high.

Tomatoes, 
cabbage, peppers come in this category in the vegetables and petunias, 
zinnias, begonias and scores of, other flowering plants. 

Many gardeners in the cities and towns are able to buy these as, 
started plants in flats from seedsmen or nurserymen. But in some 
cases, of course, this is not possible. Then again there are some 
gardeners who, to make certain of particular varieties, grow their 
own plants anyway. Where the garden is large and several hundreds 
of started plants are needed it is cheaper to grow one’s own. In this 
ease, however a hotbed is advisable.. For the construction of these 
affairs one should consult a government bulletin. For starting seed 
indoors use a good mixture of sand and fine loam. • 

First planting outside will be very hardy things that are not afraid 
of frost and like to make their best growth in cool weather. Sweet 
peas are in this group, and grass sefd and nursery stock. The latter 
is the trade name for young vines, shrubs and trees, ready for trans¬ 
planting. One can hardly plant these things too soon. 

WHEN SOIL IS READY 

With trees and other nursery stock one can move or transplant when 
the soil is rather damp, but it is a mistake to do any general sowing 
or cultivating while the ground is the least bit muddy. Heavy soil 
is actually inured and later trouble results when it is dug or worked 
too soon. A good test is to take a little earth and squeeze it in the 
hand. If when released it crumbles but does not pack it is fit for 
the spade or plow. 

GOOD SEED THE KEY 

Too much emphasis cannot be laid on good seed. That means more 
than just high quality. It is seed of varieties especially selected and 
for Canadian conditions. In vegetables it also means that the variety 
has been approved and tested officially for Canada. As seed is the 
only factor in gardening over which one has absolute control, and it 
costs only a few cents, nothing but the best should be considered. 

CONSTANT IMPROVEMENT 

Last Spring, in three or four experimental grounds across Canada 
and in similar places in the northern part of the United States, cer¬ 
tain seeds of vegetables and flowers were planted. Only a test num¬ 
ber identified these new introductions of plant breeders from all ovei 
the world. Experts watched the results. They noted hardiness, free¬ 
dom .from disease, pureness of coloring in flowers, quality in the 
vegetables, earliness and other points which make a plant suitable 
and valuable for our hardy climate. 

On the basis of their observations these new introductions were 
approved or disqualified. The best of these, along with those of 
previous years will be listed in the Canadian seed catalogue this 
spring. 

This is the way new developments in the garden world are introduced 
to the home gardener. In few other lines are the results of research, 
experiment and field trials made available so quickly for amateur or 
commercial use.
